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Situation Summary: 

On March 16, 2020 the City of Columbia declared a state of emergency within the city to respond to COVID-19. 

The resolution includes calling for proactive measures to protect the public health, safety and welfare; 

expressing support for and calling upon City Manager John Glascock and Public Health and Human Services 

Director Stephanie Browning to enact regulations to protect the public health, safety and welfare.  

There are 71 confirmed cases in Boone County, a patient passed away on 3/18/2020, and 50 have recovered 

from the COVID 19 illness.  

A total 3,037 confirmed cases in Missouri of individuals who have been diagnosed with COVID 19, 53 of those 

cases have died.  A list of cases reported by county can be found The Missouri Department of Health and Senior

A “Stay at Home” Public Health Order went into effect for City of Columbia and all of Boone County beginning at 

8 AM on 3/25/2020. 

Cepheid Received Emergency Use Authorization from FDA for Rapid SARS-CoV-2 Test on 3/21/2022, a 45 

minutes test for the virus that causes COVID-19. 

Boone County Office of Emergency Management opened a virtual EOC on 3/17/2020 to facilitate the 

coordination of efforts and resources to keep Boone County safe during COVID-19 response efforts. 

The City of Columbia Neighborhood Services, in their role as Volunteer Coordination of the Boone Emergency

Missouri Governor Parson declared a State Emergency on March 13, 2020 to make state resources available to 

local jurisdiction and activate certain authorities. On March 21, 2020 he issued updated orders for social 

distancing.

Governor Parson issued a statewide stay at home order to begin on 4/6/2020. The stay at home order can be

On 3/22/2020 MUHC moved to Level III response which prohibits visitors in the hospital. 

MU Healthcare opened a drive thru COVID 19 testing site. To have a specimen collected at this site an individual 

must have a paper copy of a physician’s lab order with them or have a lab order in the MU electronic record 

system. The site will operate between 7 AM and 7 PM every day.  

Boone Hospital opened a drive thru COVID 19 testing site. To have a specimen collected at this site an individual 

must have insurance, a photo ID, and a physician’s lab order with them. This site will operate between 7 AM and 

7 PM every day, at this time, weekend hours are undetermined.

A joint collaboration between the City of Columbia, Boone County and partners has opened a site that can direct 

individuals to get help because of COVID-19 burdens to individuals, and to give help if any individuals or 

businesses want to provide donations or volunteer. The site is: https://comohelps.org/ 

All states have issued a State at home Order, except for Utah, Wyoming, Nebraska, South Dakota, North Dakota, 

Iowa, Arkansas, Oklahoma and South Carolina. 

Long Term Healthcare Facilities have been told to be closed to visitors.  Guidance for Long term health care 

facilities with a COVID 19 case has been released by DHSS on 4/2/2020. 

Social Security offices have been closed Nation Wide. 

The White House indicated that foreclosures and evictions on homeowners will be suspended until at least the 

end of March if the mortgages are insured by the Federal Housing Administration. 

President extends social distancing guidance to last through the month of April. 

CDC has updated guidance on ending self-isolation that does not require two negative tests. Missouri DHSS is 

still requiring 2 negatives tests that are 24 hours apart until a positive case can leave self-isolation and Boone 

County will follow DHSS guidance. 

CDC has begun recommending all individuals wear facemasks to reduce the chance of transmission while out in 

public as of 4/3/2020.

CDC released guidance that children under the age of 2 should not wear masks because of suffocation risk. 

DHSS cites the need for contract tracing for COVID-19 should begin 2 days (28 hours) prior to the date of onset 

of symptoms for the case. 

Columbia Public Schools are closed from March 17, 2020 to April 27, 2020. Right now an operation to feed 

students on free and reduce lunches has not been implemented, but there is a planning strategy that is being 

worked on and developed. 

Hallsville School district closed from March 18 to April 27. 

Harrisburg Public Schools are closed from March 16, 2020 to April 28, 2020. 

Centralia Public Schools closed as of March 18, 2020 and is looking to reopen on April 4, 2020.  

Columbia Independent School will close on campus learning beginning March 18 and use e-learning until April 3. 

Southern Boone has closed schools beginning March 19, 2020 and plans to resume classes on April 24, 2020.  

Tolton and Our Lady of Lourdes closed as of 3/18/2020 and will remain closed until May 4. 

Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services has expanded coverage for telehealth services.

Providers can have COVID-19 lab tests performed by private labs, any positive case is reported to the county of 

resident for the individual whose specimen tests positive, negative results do not have to be reported by private 

labs. 

At Risk Population: Older Adults (60 years of age or older), People who live in a nursing home or long-term care 

facility, and People with Chronic Health Conditions (Heart Disease, Lung Disease or Asthma, Diabetes, People 

who are immunocompromised including cancer treatment, or people who are severely obese)

• Hosted a facebook live today with Human Services about food resources. 

• Worked with Central Missouri Humane Society to facilitate care for pets of individuals who need pet care that 

are being isolated or quarantined at the city sponsored facility 

• Responded to media inquiries. 

• Changed PHHS stance on release from isolation to not rely on negative tests. 

• Prepared document to be given to individuals who use the city sponsored facility for isolation and quarantine 

regarding “cleaning and disinfecting” 

• Clarified fabric store’s operational capabilities within public health order. 

• Responded to City/County complaints regarding noncompliance with public health order. 

• Worked with BCRM to formalize wastewater processes for residential and commercial building permits. 

• Shared enforcement routing processes with stakeholders. 

• Completed draft plan for evaluation/testing individuals with barriers. 

• Provided evaluation for individuals with barriers regarding COVID 19 symptoms. 

• Met with businesses about release from isolation and return to work following a COVID 19 recovery. 

• Continue case and contact investigations.
